N. Y., May IS.— Frank .T. Farrell’s 
Sweep — Frances Dillon filly Nancy F., whose pre- 
vious racing had heen confined to a pair of over- 
night races in Maryland, made iier Metr<i|s>litan 
delmt at Jamaica today in a runaway victory in 
tiie fifteenth running of the Rosedale Stakes at 
five-eighths of a mile for two-year-old fillies. G. 
I). Wideuer’s Galeta and the Itancocas stable’s Fan- 
fare finished second and third. L. McAtee, who 
rade Nancy Lee in the Kentucky Oaks, piloted 
Nancy F. in the Rosedale. 

Bad jKist manners delayed the start. Nancy F. t 
Fanfare and Yankee Maid were the chief offenders, 
the latter succeeding once in unseating Coltiletti. 
When the start come Nancy V. rushed into the 
lead and maintained it easily to the end. Galeta, 
Fanfare and Yankee Maid raced as one in pursuit 
of the leader for a quarter and then Guleta left 
them behind, but could not improve her position with 
respect to the winner. 

The Flight Handicap at three-quarters of a mile 
was offered as the secondary attraction and made 
possilde tiie completion of another double score, 
tiie Glen Kiddie Farm doing the honors. Dream of 
tiie Valley carried tiie Glen Riddle silks and de- 
feated, among others, Win. Jeffords’ Kinnoul, which 
took his measure last time out on a muddy track. 

Dream of the Valley raced in • front from tiie 
start, shook Kinnoul off in tiie first half mile and 
at the end had a big advantage over Carnarvon and 
Tippity Witcliet, the latter pair putting up a royal 
battle for second place, with tiie first-named earn- 
ing it by a head. 

M. L. Schwarts’s Column earned his initial 
brackets by heating a rather good band of two- 
year-olds in the sixth race. The chestnut son of 
t el. — Pyramid stood a hard drive all the way and 
gamely held on to a small lead to the end. From 
n slow beginning Bud Fisher got iip to take second 
place from Budana in the final strides of a terrific 
closing dash that almost put him on even terms 
with tiie winner. 

For tiie second day in succession a fall occurred. 
Liola, a four-year-ohl Granite filly, had been show- 
ing the way in tiie third race until straightened 
into tiie stretch, when she began falling back. 
Simultaneously she broke a leg anil sprawled oa 
tiie truck and Gloomy Gus tumbled over her. F. 
Weiner, astride Liola, was bruised about the liip 
and will la* forced to suspend riding for a few 
days. Laverne Fator, who rodu Gloomy Gus, was 
uninjured. Liola. of course, was destroyed. Lad’s 
Live won the race, witli American Boy and Elmen- 
dorf dividing the remainder of the purse.

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MUCH ACTIVITY AT WOODBINE AUSTRALIA'S GREAT RACING 

King’s Plate Candidates Given Their Final Randwick’s March Meeting Marked by Huge 
Preparation— Herendesy Much Improved. Betting and Attendance. 



TORONTO, Out.. May 18.— There were all kinds 
of rumors at Woodbine Park today as to the con- 
dition of the King’s Platers, but the report that 
Royal Visitor, tiie favorite for tiie big race, and 
Iicntli Bell, hot li from tiie Brenner-Giddings stable, 
were among the many horses that are coughing was 
refuted by tlieir presence on tiie track. Botli are 
in excellent condition. The fact is that the stable’s 
third horse for tiie Guineas, Chief Sponsor, is the 
one affected. 

Royal Visitor was given a work-out of a quarter 
mile today in 25 in preparution for his final trial 
tomorrow morning. Heath Bell was sent tiie full 
Plate distance, one and one-quarter miles, in 2:12, 
tiie half in 49 and mile in 1:42-%. 

Tiie three Livingston Pinters, Flea, Moll Cut- 
purse and Ragged Robin, worked together a mile 
in 1:4*1. Moll Cutpurse was in front .at tiie finish. 
Flagging Spirits, from the. same stable, went three- 
quarters in 1:15%. 

Herendesy and Resarf, tiie Dyment Platers, work- 
ing along with Woislbine, showed wonderfully im- 
proved condition over tlieir last trial. The Heresy 
colt led his stable companion Resarf easily at tiie 
end of a mile and a quarter, going tiie distance in 
2:11%, the first half mile in 50 and tiie mile in 
1 :42%. Judging by the improvement shown today 
Herendesy will carry tiie Dyment colors to the 
post on Saturday. 

The Seagram pair. Crown of Gold and War Tank, 
received tlieir final trial, but tlieir work was any- 
thing blit encouraging, botli being all out at tiie 
end of a mile and a quarter in 2:15. Messrs. Ed- 
ward and Norman Seagram were on hand to see 
tiie Platers work.

quarters in 1:15% and Sailing B. mile in 1:45.

The program book of tiie spring meeting of the 
Connaught Park Jockey Club, to he held June 15 
to June 22. was adopted at yesterday’s meeting. It 
provides for a distribution of $43,000 in purses 
during (lie seven days’ racing. There will be a race 
for Canadian-breds each day, also a steeplechase 
and handicap feature.

One of the great race meetings of Australia is 
that at tiie magnificent Kandwick course of tiie 
Australian Jockey Club at Sydney. N. S. W. It was 
held March 28-31 this year. At the meeting the 
mutiiel or totalizator “take” showed an increase, 
bin tiie unfavorable weather of the last day spoiled 
everything. There was a falling off of about 13,000 
in tiie crowd, as compared with Australian Jockey 
Club Plate day last season, and the totaiisator 
dropped from $281,786 to $203.3*53. These sums 
went into tiie machines in addition to those ban- 
died by some 200 bookmakers. 

For the four days last year totaiisator invest- 
ment! aggregated $1,441,957 and the attendance 
aisnit. 213.000. This year’ll figures were $1,41*4.217 
and approximately 205,000. With climatic condi- 
tions favorable on tiie concluding day, an attend- 
ance of at least 45,00*1 would have been reached. 

In stakes the club’s distribution was greater 
than at any previous meeting, either in the autumn 
or spring. Two races were run in divisions, and 
between them they carried an extra $4,500. so that 
— assuming there is a likelihood of the full amount 
being paid out for the Australian Jockey Club Plate 
— the club gave away $185,750 in added money for 
twenty-six races. There was also a $1,000 trophy 
for the Sydney Cup, mid as owners’ sweepstakes 
and forfeits amounted to $32,890, the total distribu- 
tion was $219. 640. 

The clnli docs not receive a dollar in tiie way of 
entrance or acceptance fees, money accompanying 
nominations lieing treated as forfeit or portion of 
sweepstakes, so that everything goes to successful 
owners. 



CONNAUGHT PARK MUST PAY FULL TAX 



MONTREAL, Que., May 18. — Representing the 
Connaught Park Jockey Club of Ottawa, which 
operate tiie Connaught Park track, which is situated 
in the province of Quebec, Senator Belcourt made 
application to Hon. W. G. Mitchell, provincial 
treasurer, to have the daily tax reduced for that 
track. It was denied. 

I'mler the old provincial law mile tracks sit- 
uated in tiie City of Montreal were taxed $1,00** a 
day, while mile tracks out of the city, including 
Connaught, were only taxed $500. Tiie revised laws 
place tiie same tax on Connaught Park as the other 
mile courses in the province. 

It was also decided that the Maisonneuvre Driv- 
ing Club would be taxed the same amount at the 
gates as other half-mile tracks. 



to represent tiie federal government at tiie Cana- 
dian race courses this year, in accordance with a 
recent decision of Hon. Mr. Doherty, minister 
of justice, received their introduction to the mys- 
teries of the pari-mutuels at Ottawa yesterday. 
They were given all the information they desired 
about tiie methods of lietting, selling, calculating, 
checking and paying off.

Tiie “Mounties” will not do any 
actual |K>Iice work at any of tiie tracks, tlieir 
duties lieing confined to representing the govern- 
ment in connection with the pari-mutuels depart- 
ments. The provisional and city police will be on 
duty to maintain order at the respective plants, 
and in addition to this the Jockey Club will engage 
Pinkertons to keep undesirables from gaining ad- 
mission and to keep tiie lid on touts. The Quebec 
department, through Inspector Francis Dunn, has 
arranged a special crusade against handbook op- 
erators, and it is understood that the Ontario gov- 
ernment will do likewise. 



Ethel Gray Wins in a Canter — 
Woodtrap Takes the Feature 
— Miss Joy’s Speed.

in track record time by a margin optional with her 
rider, and that. too. after a faulty beginning, which 
left her supiKirters in suspense. It was her first 
appearance under colors and she lacked post edu- 
cation, for when the start came she dwelt and 
swerved out, with the result that the speedy Rekab 
managed to secure a long lead with her a distant 
follower in last place. She settled quickly to her 
task and raced around those immediately in front 
of her with a rush, but did not succeed in getting 
to Rekab until in the last eighth. From there on 
it was simply a question of how far Garner would 
allow her to win by. Her last three-eighths was 
accomplished in 33 seconds. 

Ethel Gray’s showing was one of the best in her 
career. T'nlike in former races she took the lend 
with a rush and showing the way throughout drew 
away decisively in the stretch and won with con- 
summate ease. Dancing Spray just managing to 
save second place by a nose from the fast coming 
Tippo Sahib, with Legal only a nose in hack of 
the pair. 

In tiie feature race, a mile and an eighth $1,800 
handicap, came an upset when Sterling was beaten 
by Woodtrap. The hitter raced in his best form 
of anytime tills afternoon and liis early speed en- 
abled him to race into a good lead at once, with 
Belgian Queen and Midway closest in pursuit for 
the first half mile. Sterling had lost his position in 
the first quarter and Murray decided to guide him 
wide, but lie moved up resolutely after passing 
tiie half and gave Woodtrap a stern chase, but it 
was unavailing, for Woodtrap held him safe to the 
finish. Belgian Queen hud no trouble in slinking off 
Midway, and Drastic, the only other starter, fin- 
ished in a bad way and on the verge of a break- 
down. 

WEATHER AND TRACK CONDITIONS PERFECT. 

Today’s card, while devoid of any outstanding 
features, was notwithstanding productive of some 
excellent sport, with conditions in the matter of 
weather and track perfect. 

The fifteen maidens contesting in the opener, at 
a mile, raced closely grouped for most of tiie way. 
Radio, grouped with others in the field, finally 
winning from Wishmnker and Blond Buddie. 

The veteran Dr. Carmen was in a running mood 
tiiis afternoon and outfooted a good bund of sprint- 
ers that started in the fourth race. Apple Jack II. 
landing in second place, with Sergeant York third. 
Claude Brown was it supposed good tiling here, hut 
lie was not good enough, though he ran a good race. 

Omnipotent showed herself to lie a good filly by 
winning tiie sixtli race in a canter from Lady Astor 
and Bright Trash. She paid her backers an unex- 
pectedly good return, due to tiie diversified buck- 
ing tiie others had. Lady Astor being tin* favorite. 

An unusual accident happened in tiie running of 
the last race in which Tugs and Nominee, ridden by 
Barnes and Connelly, respectively, figured. Tugs, 
while going to the first turn directly in front of 
Nominee, lashed out witli his hind legs while going 
at top speed and kicked Connelly out of the saddle. 
Tugs fell heavily, and Barnes and Connelly also 
hit the ground hard, Connelly lieing kicked uncon- 
scious anil sustaining a compound fracture of the 
jaw in addition to minor, body bruises.

NEW YORK, N. Y., Slay 18. — Everytiod.v con- 
nected with the turf lias somu particular race 
treasured in his memory as greater than all the 
others in his recollection, and it is a source of keen- 
est pleasure to hear those intimately connecteu 
with such contests discuss them in a way that 
recalls tlie scene as vividly as though it were yes- 
terday, instead of perhaps more than a quarter 
of a century ago. 

For many persons no race decided in tlie United 
States in the last thirty years had a greater appeal 
than tlie Suburban Handicap of 1892, which “Snap- 
per” Garrison won with Montana in a head-and- 
head finish with Major Domo and Lamplighter. 
There have been faster races for the Suburban, 
whose thirty-fifth renewal will be held at Belmont 
Park on Saturday. June 4, but none that represented 
a finer display of dogged courage on the part of 
a horse or a more vigorous and brilliant quality of 
horsemanship by a jockey. 

Montana was a four-year-old horse by Ban Fox. 
son of the English mare Queen. He was the pride 
of his owner, tlie western miner Marcus Daly, who 
named tlie horse in honor of the state in which 
liis treasures were located. He had brought with 
him from Ireland that love for a good horse which 
is a heritage of all Irishmen, and he always said 
that he would own the best when lie was able. How 
well lie kept his promise the performances of Mon- 
tana. Tammany, Ogden, Senator Grady and other 
great horses which raced in his colors attest. If 
he had lived to carry to completion tlie plans lie 
had laid out for a breeding stud. Montana would 
• 1; ive equaled any state in the union in tlie produc- 
tion of fine thoroughbreds. His importations of 
blood stock were made with rare judgment. It 
was from his Bitter Root Stud that the dams of 
Colin and other champions came, and tlie blood 
brought to this country by the warm-hearted Irish- 
man, who delighted in telling of his skill with 
pick and shovel, made turf history wherever it was 
carried. 

Let Garrison, a left handed rider, who was then 
a jockey of great ability, especially on a sluggish 
horse of tlie Montana type and whose power as a 
finisher has been incorporated into our language, 
tell the story of tlie Suburban of 1S92. 

“Mr. Daly was fond of his horses and liked to 
bet on them.” began tlie old time rider at the 
Jamaica Track a few days ago. “He was anxious 
to win the Suburban, which then, as now, was a 
much talked of event. There was a lot of specu- 
lation on it from the time the weights were an- 
nounced early in the winter of 1892. and Montana 
got a special “prep” for it. There was a strong 
field that year, including Lamplighter, Locohatchee, 
Major Domo, Raeeland, Poet Scout, I’essara, Tour- 
nament, His Highness, Russell and I’ieknieker — 
every one of them stake winners, and I knew it 
would be a tougli race to win. 

WHIPPED FROM FIVE-EIGHTHS POST. 

“My troubles began light after the start when 
I was knocked back to almost last position. Mon- 
tana was a long strider and not smoothly gaited 
He floundered and (-limited in the rusli to and 
around tlie first turn and whenever I looked through 
the dust I could see tlie field strung out for a 
hundred yards and that one horse, which after 
ward turned out to he Major Domo, was leading 
us a merry dance. Nearing tlie five-eights post 
I didn’t think I had a chance, but Montana got In 
his stride over there and I went after him with 
the whip. What a licking I gave him! At every 
cut lie flattened out and fairly flew. The way 
lie answered punishment made me think I had a 
chance to lie in tlie money if I could squeeze 
through. In and out through tlie maze of iiorses 
enveloped in clouds of dust I shot him, and at 
every stride I whipped him. At the half-mile 
|*>st lie was flying and from that to tlie quarter 
post lie was timed in twenty-three seconds. 

"I was in tlie pink of condition then and could 
ride a horse like Montana better than any other 
kind. We picked up one after another of tlie 
horses in the rush around the turn leading to the 
home stretch. At last lint two horses wore ahead 
of us. They were so far away that it seemed 
hopeless to try and get them* One was far in 
advance of the other, which I recognized as Lamp- 
lighter. At the eighth i*>st I Imd hopes of catch- 
ing the three-year-old, and although I hated to d<> 
it, I went at my horse again with the whip. Under 
terrific punishment I got Montana to tin- brown 
colt’s tail ami there he hung for just a moment. 
He closed up again, however, with tlie greatest 
resolution and Major Domo, tiring from tlie early 
pace, began to come back to us. I never rode a 
harder finish in my life anil in tlie last fifty yards 
we were locked, every man whipping and driving 
for his life. Neither Lamley, who rode Major Domo, 
Bergen, who was on Lamplighter, nor 1 could tell 
which horse had won when we pulled uii oil tlie 
turn. Montana was staggering, lie was so tired, 
hut I can tell you I was a happy man when 
we rode back to tlie stand and I saw timt my 
number was up. Major Domo was second and Ber- 
gen didn’t look pleasant as lie unsaddled Lamp- 
lighter when lie found that he got tlie short end 
of the stake. 

“Montana was tlie most severely punished horse 
I ever rode, lie could hardly walk tlie next day. 
Nothing approached him in courage that I have 
ever ridden, although Tammany, which was tlie 
greatest horse I ever had a leg up on, was a 
close second in the matter of gameness. Mr. Daly 
won $110,000 on that race and my fee was a 
present of $10,000. 

Garrison, who had tlie mount at some time or 
other on every good horse of his time, was asked 
how the race horses of today compared with those 
of that period. Outside of Man o’ War, which lie 
declares is in a class by himself, lie is of tlie 
opinion that there were more good horses racing in 
tlie period between 1K85 and 1895 than are seen 
in public today. He is loud in his praises of Fi- 
renze, which he declares was the greatest mare he 
ever rode. He says that Tammany worked a mile 
and a quarter at Sheepsliud Bay in preparation 
for his match with Lamplighter in 2:04 and could 
have beaten those figures considerably.

Cursory glances at the performances of Colum- 
bine. the Garry Herrmann — Navarre’s Hope mare, 
which Albert Simons lias decided to retire to the 
stud, indieate success for this new matron, althoir'h 
she is not what might lie termed fashionably bred. 
Columbine did not lead a strenuous life as a racer, 
starting only thirty-eight times in her six years 
on tlie turf, but always enjoyed a fair measure 
if success and as a two and tliree-year-old was 
well regarded. 

George D. Widener. tlie breeder of Columbine, 
raced her in liis colors until the middle of her 
four-year-old form. As a two-year-old Columbine 
won three races, including tlie Walden Stakes. As 
a three-year-old she failed to win in three starts 
with high-class horses. She was retired after a 
short campaign and then returned to activity in 
overnight handicaps and selling stakes in 1919. 
and eventually slipped into tlie plater division, car- 
rying at different times the colors of B. Davis. J. 
R.ver, (I. W. Forman and finally those of Albert 
Simons, in which she broke down at Bowie. Colum- 
bine was siiipiiod to the Schultz Farm at Rcdhank, 
V J., anil may lie bred to Johren of the II. I*. 
Whitney stud.

RECORDS OF THE TEN FOREMOST AMERICAN JOCKEYS 
FOR THE PAST SIXTEEN YEARS 

In this country few jockeys last Ions unless nature makes them small of stature an<l light in weight 
after reaching legal manhood. Of the ten most successful in 190a only one is in effective service, lie be- 
ing Frank O’Neill, who wisely went to France, where weights are so sensibly adjusted that heavyweight 
riders can live and flourish. Walter Miller in 1900 and 1907 and V. Powers in 1908 and 1909 were great 
horsemen, but increasing weight got them both, although Powers has kept himself in the public eye as a 
skillful rider of jumpers. And so it goes. Of our really good riders, James Butwell gained his first in- 
clusion in the list of ten in 1909, lint it was not until 1920 that he gained the supreme honor of leading 
all his rivals in the racing of a year. Six times before that he had figured in the first ten, and three 
times, in 19419, 1914 and 19ir». had been third. After V. Powers no rider led in more than one year until 
Frank Robinson arrived, he winning the premiership in 1910 and 1918, as well as finishing second to 
Crump in 1917. 

Those conversant witii the affairs of racing can draw many interesting reminiscenses from the fol- 
lowing tables giving the records of the ten most successful jockeys in each of the last sixteen years:

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How “Luck” Is Appraised by Men 

of Long Experience. 

* • * 

Reign of Intellectual Emotion 
World Wide — Some Eng- 
lish “Fetish” Followers. 



It is almost proverbial that speculators, imagina- 
tive men and veterans of life and experience grow 
in superstition with years. Stine turfmen of great- 
ness are notable examples. Such superstition is 
world-wide and t lie turf abounds in notional minds. 
The American bookmaker is well enrolled. An 
English writer in the Manchester Si>orting Chronicle 
tells a tale of English bookmaking superstition 
about racing and its luck that is most amusing. 
Here is part of it: 

It is astonishing how many people believe in luck, 
but from observations extending over a long period 
I have arrived at the conclusion that what many 
backers call their lucky times are merely the occa- 
sions upon which the averages are adjusting them- 
selves. 

To make my meaning clear, let us assume that 
all races consist of but two runners, and that the 
betting is absolutely fair, even money against 
each horse. This, of course, is equivalent to spin- 
ning a coin and betting upon the result, so, as an 
illustration. I will give the exact details of the 
spinning of a penny, twenty-eight spins resulting as 
follows: 

HTTTTTTTTHTHTH 

HHHTHTHHHHHTHT 

In the ordinary course of events, provided the 
average consistently maintained itself, the coin 
should have fallen head and tail in consecutive 
order, but in the example I have quoted it took 
twenty-eight spins before the average was adjusted 
in its proper proportion — half and half. By the 
time I had spun the coin twenty-eight times it will 
be seen that heads (H) turned up on fourteen occa- 
sions ar.d tails (T) on fourteen occasions also. 

Now, had a backer set out to support tails he 
would have met with what he might call a lucky 
run of eight consecutive wins, starting from the 
second spin, and when he subsequently ran up 
against a sequence of four losers, quickly followed 
by a further sequence of five, he would naturally 
call it his unlucky period, and no doubt tell his 
friends that he absolutely couldn’t do right. 

THE MUSIC OF CHANCE AND CHARMS. 

In the first fourteen spins it will be seen that 
heads won four times and tails won ten times. 
In the second fourteen spins tails won four times 
and heads won ten times, so if we take the two 
sections one against the other we find that the 
averages compare favorably. 

Had the example been worked out upon races 
of two runners each the resultant would have 
been practically identical, and much about the same 
thing occurs in races where there are more than 
two runners and the prices vary. When a backer 
runs up against an abnormal sequence of losers he 
can rest assured that the future will produce an 
equally abnormal number of winners, not neces- 
sarily in sequence, but in sufficient numbers to 
level up the averages according to the prices or 
odds. 

In other words, he will have periods when he 



can’t do right and periods when he can’t do wrong. 
These he will call his lucky or unlucky periods, as 
the case may be; yet there is really nothing lucky 
or unlucky about the matter at all. 

With the object of bringing the lucky periods 
more into the picture many backers are in the 
habit of carrying mascots, which are, I suppose, 
about as lucky as catching scarlet fever. The 
superstitions indulged in by many of them are al- 
most incredible. 

One of our big professionals, who cannot by 
any means be classified as being a fool, so far as 
the magnitude anil success of his operations are 
concerned, swears by the following square of num- 
bers. which he has had engraved upon a disk of 
eighteen carat gold: 
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He is a firm believer in the luck-bringing pro- 
pensities supposed to be attached to freak numbers, 
such as titltS, 222, etc., nnd it will be noticed that 
his talisman square always produces 111. whether 
the columns are added horizontally, \ertically, or 
diagonally from corner to corner. The numbers run 
from 1 to 3ti. 

CHARM OF HIEROGLYPHIC CHART. 

Another big man in the backing world carries 
around his neck, in a small silk bag, a piece of 
parchment upon which is inscribed some weird 
and wonderful hieroglyphics. He does not pretend 
to know what they mean, but he is quite sincere 
in his belief that it has brought him the most ex- 
traordinary luck since he has worn it. 

Still another big operator I am friendly with 
is in possession of a piece of loadstone, or mag- 
netic iron ore, to which he attributes most ex- 
traordinary powers, and avers that the luck it 
brings him is quite phenomenal. Certain it is 
that during the past few years he has accumu- 
lated a fortune approaching $250,000, but I am 
inclined to believe that his success is due to his 
own sterling judgment and facilities for obtaining 
useful information rather than from any influence 
exerted by his precious mascot. 

Thousands of backers pin their faith to the luck 
supposed to be attached to racing plates from 
horses that have won races. Those off Shaun 
Spadah fetched $5. (MX) when recently put up for 
auction for charitable purposes. They were cer- 
tainly lucky for the charity that benefited. Jade 
rings and tiepins, Egyptian scarabs and small pieces 
of coal are other mascots I have happened across, 
all carried by people who are certainly old enough 
to know better. The coal, however, may come in 
handy and prove lucky if the strike lasts long. 



OLD ESTABLISHED AMERICAN STAKE 



The Coaching Club American Oaks, which will lie 
run at Belmont I’ark June l(i, is one of the oldest 
fixtures of American racing. It was formerly the 
Singleton Cup, which was first won by Kosciusko 
in Cliarleston in 1832. The famous trophy became 
the property of the Coaching Club a few years ago. 
The present day Oaks was inaugurated in 1917 and 
the Singleton Cup and a silver trophy donated to it. 
To get the rare old relic the stake must be won 
three times by the same 'owner, but a silver cup 
goes with each victory as well as the winner’s 
share of the stakes.
